Senate called an unusually early 
session today for a final vote on 
the long-pending nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty, marking 
the end of an eight-month delay 
caused by international tensions 
and domestic politics.

call for postponement. 


President Nixon, then cam- 


paigning, also advised delay be- 
cause he felt ratification then 
might indicate U.S. approval of 
the invasion. His stand was con- 
sidered to have influenced many 
Republicans and the Senate 
leadership deferred action. 


After his inauguration. Presi- 


dent Nixon said he favored rati- 
fication and resubmitted it to 
the Senate. 


Under the pact, atomic pow- 


ers promise not to turn nuclear 
arms over to have-not nations. 
The latter agree they will nei- 
ther develop nor acquire such 
weapons.

NAL (AP) — Climaxing a 10- 
day space flight that qualified 
all Apollo hardware for voyages 
to the moon, the Apollo 9 astro- 
nauts parachuted to a pinpoint 
landing in the Atlantic Ocean to- 
day and were quickly hoisted 
aboard the recovery ship Guad- 
alcanal.

Prisoner Has Second Thoughts

ents, to shock them, loosen 
them up a bit," says a West 
Coast college student. "Taking 
drugs marks an external re- 
jection of middle-class values 
and society in general." 


A psychiatrist agrees that 


for some young people, includ- 
ing high schoolers, "it is fun 
to see their parents get put 
on.

Opinions vary as to what 


effects hallucinogenic drugs 
have on sexual response. In 
general, it appears that these 
drugs "do not seem to either 
stimulate or diminish sexual 


drive," says one medical re- 
port. 


The appeal of LSD, say 


various users, is that it brings 
a much more heightened if 
distorted perception, one that 
promises deeper insights into 
the inner world of feeling and 
consciousness. Some call it 
"instant analysis" of one's 
self, or "instant paradise." 


LSD, 
some claim, can make 


a person's point of view seem 
truer, more real. Peace and 
love simply become true. On 
good trips, they say, there is 
often the sensation of under- 
standing one's self better, of 
seeing behind the posturing of 
society or a person's own 
posturing, of feeling "at one 
with Nature." 


The appeal of ampheta- 


mines and barbiturates 
is

Vietnamese of plans to expand 
the war, "seriously threatening 
peace in the Indochinese penin- 
sula. Southeast Asia and in the 
whole world." 


Tran Buu Kiem of the Viet 


Cong's 
National 
Liberation 


Front warned the Americans 
against taking the "appropriate 
response" to the current Viet 
Cong offensive which President 
Nixon had threatened. 


"Full Responsibility" 


"If the U.S. administration 


commits new adventurous acts 
of war under the pretext of 'ap- 
propriate response' to recent at- 
tacks by the Liberation Armed 
Forces and the people of South 
Vietnam," Kiem said, "it will 
bear full responsibility for the 
consequences arising from these 
serious acts."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate called an unusually early 
session today for a final vote on 
the long-pending nuclear non- 
proliferation 
treaty, 
marking 


the end of an eight-month delay 
caused by international tensions 
and domestic politics. 


The necessary two-thirds ap- 


proval was fully expected for 
the treaty, which was originally 
submitted to the Senate last 
July 
by 
former 
President 


Johnson. It was reported to 
the floor during the summer but 
the Soviet invasion of Czechoslo- 
vakia caused many members to 
call for postponement. 


President Nixon, then cam- 


paigning, also advised delay be- 
cause he felt ratification then 
might indicate U.S. approval of 
the invasion. His stand was con- 
sidered to have influenced many 
Republicans and the 
Senate 


leadership deferred action. 


After his inauguration. Presi- 


dent Nixon said he favored rati- 
fication and resubmitted it to 
the Senate. 


Under the pact, atomic pow- 


ers promise not to turn nuclear 
arms over to have-not nations. 
The latter agree they will nei- 
ther develop nor acquire such 
weapons. 


Peaceful Uses 


In return for foregoing atomic 


arms, the nonnuclear countries 
are promised they will share in 
peaceful uses of the atom. 


The treaty will come Into 


force when ratified by this coun- 
try, the Soviet Union, Great 
Britain, and any 40 other na- 
tions. 


Of the nuclear powers. Great 


Britain is the only one to have 
ratified so far. Russia is expect- 
ed to. France and Red China 
have refused to join in the agree- 
ment. 


The pact was positioned for fi- 


nal action after efforts to tack 
on reservations were defeated 
in two votes that showed there 
was more than the two-thirds 
support needed for ratification. 


Chairman J. W. Fulbright of 


the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, floor manager of the pact, 
said the reservations were at- 
tempts "to clutter up the trea- 
ty." 


The Senate Wednesday turned 


down 75-17 a reservation that its

Prisoner Has Second Thoughts 


Ray Now Wishes He Had Pleaded Not Guilty

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Child Abuse Continues 


The third case of child abuse in less 


than three months came to ligftt this week 
with the reported beating of a six-year-old 
girl by her stepfather. The child was so 
afraid of the man she would not tell police 
how she was injured. 


The stepfather, a 38-year-old man, broke 


down and cried after admitting to police 
that he struck the girl in a tit of anger. 
Indications were the little girl had been 
beaten several times before. The girl was 
taken to a hospital, her left arm a solid 
black and blue from the elbow to the 
shoulder. 


Not long ago. a baby was taken to the 


hospital w i t h two ankle fractures. Although 
no one would admit it. police believe a 
member of the family or a close acquaint- 
ance was responsible. And about a month 
ago, the court took a young boy from his 
parents for at least two years. 


The boy had been subjected to a va- 


riety of atrocities by his mother. The boy, 
who at first covered up for his mother, 
finally told how she beat him with the 
buckle end of a belt, bit him. struck him, 
kicked his bare shins with her high heeled 
shoes, and poured liquid detergent down 
his throat. The lowest form of animal 
should not be subjected to the treatment 
that reportedly resulted in the boy suffer- 
ing serious physical and emotional prob- 
lems.

Man the Predator 


That man is a predator is one of the 


salient facts of recorded history. "Man's 
inhumanity to man" has been mourned by 
religious leaders 
and the 
philosophers 


during the whole extent of what we would 
call civilization. Less concein has been 
shown by the great men of human history 
for the reckless way man has treated his 
fellow non-human inhabitants of the earth. 


Today it is estimated that around the 


globe the number of vanishing species of 
birds, animals and amphibians is approach- 
ing 550. Some of these creatures would 
have disappeared under the pressure of 
hunger, we may suppose, in the less 
developed lands and continents. But some 
of them even today are in danger of literal 
distinction because of the selfishness of 
man and his desire for commercial gain 
even at the cost of destroying a living 
creature that once extinct can never be 
returned to earth. 


We reflect on these matters because 


there is a growing movement in this 
country for national laws to discourage the 
traffic in endangered species, the leopard 
that produces the coveted skin for the coat, 
the little monkey that is exported to the 
American market for sale to those who 
crave an exotic pet. and even many of the 
animals for the public zoos of our country 
that are being hunted down in their native 
habitat precisely because they bring such 
big prices in the American market. 


Should there be statutory controls on 


such importations? Conservationists say the 
evidence is persuasive, citing statistics that 
in one recent year more than 28 million 
wild animals were imported by American 
pet dealers, laboratories and zoos.

Illegitimacy and Crime

mate children in a community, the higher 
the percentage of crime, especially such 
Molent crimes as rape, murder, aggravated 
assau't and armed robbery.

living in 
Chicago. 


Milwaukee 
or New York. They were 


pictures of children living in the Appleton 
area — living with parents who should not 
have them. 


Child abuse in the forms revealed here 


recently cannot be tolerated. The juvenile 
bureau of the Appleton Police Department 
is to be commended 
for its thorough 


investigations into the child abuse cases. 
Also deserving of special praise are the 
doctors and school officials who care 
enough to call police when they suspect a 
case of child abuse. Police are giving their 
informants the protection they deserve. 


We would hope to see court action 


forthcoming against parents who unmerci- 
fully abuse their children. If the parent 
knows he is subjecting himself (or herself) 
to a stiff penalty he (or she) might think 
twice before subjecting a defenseless child 
to such animalistic cruelties. If court action 
vere brought and even if the penalty were 
minimal, the public, through the news 
media, could at least learn the identity of 
the child beaters.

Perhaps also the elk would 
not have prospered in upper Wisconsin 
when the first settlers made their homes, 
but they hastened the disappearance of 
that magnificent creature nevertheless. 


Today we worry about the survival of 


the bald eagle, the lynx, the sand hill crane, 
the duck hawk and other species. As we 
regret their possible extinction, we might 
consider dropping a note to our congress- 
men about the proposals for embargoes on 
the shipments of threatened animal and 
bird species to the United States from 
other countries. 


The exploitation of another human being 
for sexual purposes is not far removed 
from the exploitation through mugging or 
assault or even murder. If a man or woman 
is not concerned about the fate of a child 
born out of wedlock, he or she is probably 
not going to be much concerned about the 
feelings, property or person of others 
either. The absence of a lather in the

and the need for welfare assistance. 


Those who oppose making contracep- 


tives available to the unmarried on the 
grounds that it will lead to immorality 
might well consider the correlations.

Buckley Recalls Nixon's Position 
On Ending Bombing Back in 1966

The news is that President 


Nixon will "very soon" decide 
on what is an appropriate 
response to the renewed as- 
saults on South Vietnam cities 
by the Viet Cong. It is surely 
appropriate to recall Mr. Nix- 
on's analysis of a similar 
impasse three years ago. 


It was January, 1966. and 


President Johnson declared a 
halt to the bombing, to test 
whether that halt would bring 
the enemy to the negotiating 
table. Days went by, and the

enemy showed no signs ot 
relenting. Pressures mounted 
on the President — on the one 
hand to resume the bombing 
and to take decisive military 
action to win the war: on the 
other, to continue the suspend- 
ed bombing in the hope that 
the enemy would gradually 
appreciate the generosity of 
our impulse and reduce its 
military operations and ambi- 
tions. 


Richard Nixon, private citi- 


zen, addressed the Women's 
National Republican Club on 
January 29, at the Waldorl 
Astoria Hotel. "The Presi- 
dent," he said, "faces a diffi- 
cult decision — whether to 
resume 
bombing 
of 
North 


Vietnam or whether to contin- 
ue the pause in the hope that 
the Communisls may agree to 
negotiate a settlement. We 
have an ironical situation in 
that Republicans have been 
supporting t h e President's 
firm stand in Vietnam while 
Democrats have been advocat- 
ing an appeasement policy 
From a political standpoint, it 
would be tempting to join the 
Democratic critics. By doing 
so we would win politically 
either way. After all, if the 
policy succeeds, the President 
is going to take tire credit. If 
it fails, we then would have 
been among the critics. 


TALK WITH VIET "CONG? 


"But," he added, "the secur- 


ity of the United States and 
the cause of peace must come 
above partisan politics. 


"Some of the Democratic 


critics have gone so far as to 
advocate d i r e c t negotiation 
with the Viet Cong. This would 


inevitably lead to a coalition 
government with the Com- 
munists in South Vietnam." 


Should Johnson consider oth- 


er concessions? No, said Mr. 
Nixon, because — 


"The Communists are at- 


tempting to conquer South 
Vietnam 
by exporting and 


supporting a revolution. If a 
settlement is agreed to in 
which they are rewarded for 
their a g g r e s s i o n by being 
taken into a coalition govern- 
ment or by being given the 
territory overrun by their ag- 
gression, these results would 
inevitably 
follow:

nations 


would be destroyed. — The 
aggressors. . .would be en- 
couraged to try the same thing 
again some place else where 
I he stakes would be higher and 
the risks greater. — All of 
Southeast Asia would inevit- 
ably be lost to the Communists 
and the risks of World War III 
would be immeasurably in- 
creased."

actually r e c o m m e n d that 
Johnson should do in thail 
delicate situation? 


"I would make the following 


recommendations for charges 
in our present policy. 


"Flowing into Communist 


North Vietnam are thousands 
of tons of supplies, much of it 
carried in free world ships. We 
have tried without success to 
get our European allies to aid 


us in the fight against Com- 
munist aggression in Asia. 
Certainly the least (note, the 
"least") our dilpomats should 
insist upon is that if our allies 
won't help us they should quit 
helping the enemy. 


"Some of the ships carrying 


supplies to North Vietnam are 
from nations which receive 
foreign aid from the United 
States. T h e unconscionable 
traffic should stop. No nation 
which aids an enemy of the 
United States should receive 
foreign aid from the United 
States."

s o mewhat unceremoniously, 
the State Senate the other day 
killed a bill by Sen. Raymond 
Heinzen of Marshfield that 
would have permitted the 
voter in a primary election to 
split his ballot. That is to say, 
he could have chosen to vote 
for a Democrat for that par- 
ty's nomination for governor, 
a Republican for that party's 
nomination for state treasurer 
or member of the legislature, 
a Democrat for a congres- 
sional nomination, etc. 


Heinzen is one of the more 


thoughtful and diligent mem- 
bers of the legislature. He told 
his colleagues that if there is 
anything certain about popular 
desire for changes 
in the 


mechanics of election, it is 
that there is widespread sup- 
port for the idea of abandoning 
the use of a single party ballot 
in primary elections. 


It may be that Heinzen was 


Wyngaard 


acting out 
of respect 
for 


assumed popular sentiment. 
But surely he is well enough 
schooled in the political sys- 
tem and the relation of re- 
sponsible party organization to 
responsible and effective gov- 
ernment to realize that pri- 
mary ballot splitting would 
inevitably bring chaos into the 
political life of the state.

PARTY FUNCTION 


It is no doubt true that 


many persons who have not 
reflected on the meaning of 
primary elections are occa- 
sionally frustrated, and irri- 
tated, to learn that while they 
may 
want to vote for a 


Democrat for their party's 
nomination for governor, or 
whatever, they are not permit- 
ted to wander over to the 
Republican ballot to support a 
brother-in-law or maybe a 
friend who is a candidate for 
his party's 
nomination for 


sheriff. 


The reason is, basically, that 


the primary election is a 
nomination process, and in- 
herently a partisan process. 
Like-minded liberals or con- 
servatives or whatever are 
allowed under the Wisconsin 


law to nominate their own 
party leaders. 


In some of the states of the 


country, the idea of popular 
nominations has not yet been 
accepted. Nominations are de- 
cided at conventions and cau- 
cuses. Wisconsin was one of 
the pioneers of the popular 
nomination idea more than 
half a century ago. 


But to suggest that voters 


should be able to vote in both 
party columns for nominations 
is roughly like suggesting that 
the Ohio State coaches should 
be able to pick the University 
of Wisconsin backfield. 


Heinzen told this reporter 


after his bill was consigned to 
the shelf where defeated pro- 
positions are stored that he 
was not surprised. Nor should 
he have been surprised. The 
men of the Senate who are 
recognized as responsible par- 
tisans almost to a man joined 
against him. The "mavericks," 
so-called, those who have no 
real sense of party identity or 
appreciation of party responsi- 
bility, gave him a few votes. 


CLOSED PRIMARY 


Heinzen says that if Wis- 


consin insists on limiting the 
voter to a single ballot choice 
in primary elections, it should 
go the whole way and estab- 
lish a party registration sys- 
tem, requiring voters to iden- 
tify their partisan affiliation 
before election day. What pre- 
vails now is the so-called 
"open primary," meaning that 
a Republican can vote Demo- 
cratic if he wants to do so, 
and vice versa, but he cannot 
vote on both ballots at the 
same time. 


Heinzen may well be right. 


There are such party registra- 
tions laws in states of this 
country that are surely as 
civilized and loyal to democra- 
tic ideas as is Wisconsin. 


The difficulty is that history 


has shown that a 
"closed 


primary," with respect to the 
pre-registration of the voters' 
party preference, cannot be 
enacted into law in this state. 


More than 20 years ago, a 


tough-minded Republican state 
chairman, the late Thomas E. 
Coleman, thought to bring in a 
mild version of the closed 
primary by prohibiting the 
filing 
of a candidacy 
for 


nomination of any person who 
could not prove that he was a 
member of the party whose 
nomination he s o u g h t . It 
brought a stinging veto from 
the late Gov. Walter Goodland. 
Since that time, no one has 
even mentioned such a water- 
ed-down version of a party 
loyalty requirement.

MADISON (AP) - More than 


half of Wisconsin's 72 counties 
may be deprived of millions of 
dollars in federal assistance un- 
less the state is willing to invest 
$400,000 in planning programs, 
an official predicts. 


Douglas Weiford, secretary of 


the Department of Local Affairs 
and Development, says 40 coun- 
ties must form or join regional 
planning areas to qualify for 
numerous different federal pro- 
grams. 


Cuts Boundaries 


New guidelines in effect by the 


Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) and 
the Farmers Home Association 
(FHA) 
require areawide plan- 


ning before funds may be made 
available. 


HUD administers the assis- 


tance for mass transportation, 
parks and urban acquisition, and 
neighborhood facilities projects. 


Programs at other agencies 


requiring area planning include 
land and water conservation and 
low income housing aid. 


While HUD does not in all 


cases require multi-county plan- 
ning, it does insist on area plan- 
ning w h i c h frequently "cuts 
across jurisdictional and county 
lines." 


Thirty-two Wisconsin counties 


now belong to regional planning 
areas. Since 1967. seven Missis- 
sippi River counties have quali- 
fied for $1.6 million in loans and 
grants while operating on a $10,- 
000-a-year regional plann i n g 
budget. 


Fear Preference 


Weiford 
said 
the $400,000, 


which is included in an appro- 
priation pending before the Leg- 
islature, is needed to help other 
counties enter into regional plan- 
ning agreements. 


But some lawmakers and cit- 


izens' group are fearful the 
areas might be set up without 
regard to local preferences. 


One of the reasons for con- 


cern, Weiford said, is an appar- 
ent uncertainty in the hands of 
some as to what planning will 
mean for them. Many have con- 
fused multi-regional county plan- 
ning with a new system of dis- 
tricts for state agencies.

the two is that the multi-county 
groups are voluntary associa- 
tions of local officials, while the

Democrats Fail 


The second measure grants 


the power to the administrative 
and law enforcement officers of 
a state-run school to bar anyone 
except students, faculty, admin- 


istrators and staff 
members 


from the campus during times 
of disorder. 


Democrats were beaten back 


in an attempt to spell out that 
law enforcement officers, Na- 
tional Guard troops and the 
press should not be barred. 


Instead, the GOP attached an 


amendment stating that campus 
administrators can list other 
personnel who could be allowed 
on the campus if the adminis- 
tration so wished during those 
periods. 


But Assemblyman Fred Kes- 


sler, D-Milwaukee, warned in 
vain that the bill could make 
the campuses "sanctuaries" and 
that administrators, under its 
wording could bar police from 
coming onto a campus. 


Republican leaders contended 


on the floor that the bill was 
properly written, but after win- 
ning passage on a 96-4 vote, 
held a hurried conference in 
Froehlich's office. 


The bill will have to be 


amended in the Senate to clari- 
fy the point that administrators 
will not have that power, the 
GOP leadership agreed.
